.Senate aides predict that 
evein if Gray W not opposed for 
the post personally, his con- 
firmation , hearing could be 
protracted because it will pro- 
vide Congress’s first extensive 
look inside, the FBI. 

Hoover never had to be con- 
finaed in his job, because no 
statute had required it, and 
his annual testimony before a 
House appropriations subcom- 
mittee to justify the FBI’s 
budget was always . behind 
closed doors. A law passed in 
197D made the FBI director- 
ship subject to Senate confir- 
mation. 

Pottinger, a long-time aide 
to f ormer HEW Secretary and 
White House counsel Eobert 
H. Finch, joined HEW in 
Maieh, 1970, after Leon E. 
Panetta resigned in protest 
agaiinst the Nixon administra- 
[tion’s civil rights enforcement, 
policies.
